On our financial horizon we are confronted with the problem of refunding our state 
indebtedness of $136,000,000. 

I have studied the proposed pill, and I can say with conviction that this bill was 
conceived and born in total honesty, by experts, and in elegant simplicity. 

In the special referendum, the people of Arkansas obliterated two major handioape 
in her industrial expansi on—program by approving the workmen's compensation law and the 
venue act. A third hazard still remains,-- power rates commensurate with our per-capita 

wealth and with the rates of adjoining states. oo 
l For several years, I have advocated our securing the lowest possible rates for 
electric service whether it be effected by private or federal authority. 

In view of the fact that Arkansas possesses more navigable streams and rivers than 
any other state in the union, it is appalling to learn that only seven states have power 
rates that exceed ours. For the interest of the people something must be done to perfect 
the proposed construction of hydroelectric projects and to insure flood control. 

as thinking individuals, can we longer sit idly and see our people suffer for lack 
of conveniences or deprive them of revenue that is rightfully theirs? How can we explain 
to them that a near-by state has been awarded defense. contracts alone amounting to ten 


times those made in Arkansas simply because of lower utility rates?

Aside from the question of handicaps under the present system. and the low tax 
schedule imposed on the local holding company, there is another grave subatiien which mus t 
be solved by 1943. ‘According to a recent Ouachita. report, it is estimated that only two 
years from now, allowing for no further industrial development. in the state, we shall be 
compelled to import from outside power sources approximately 750,000,000 kilowatt hours 
alesse additional generating capacity is installed in the state. 

Another loss of revenue to .the ‘state is found in excessive death and inheritance 
tax. Because of the existing law, many of our.wealthy citizens leave the state in con- 
templation of death, and the federal credit of 80% is claimed by the adopted state. 
Florida, Alabama, and California have no state-imposed death or inheritance tax. Statis- 
tics show that these three states have profited immeasurably at the expense of other 
states. ‘ ° 

In greeting former members of the senate and house and in extending a cordial 
welcome to our new members, I say, without fear of contradiction, that there will be 
disputes during our session, but it is to be hoped that the minority group will have 
no cause to complain of a lack of courtesy or consideration for their point of view.

It has been fow years since, by taking the oath of office, I first assumed ,the ' 
responsibilities of the higest office within the gift of the people of this state, On 
that occasion and subsequent occasions when the General Assembly was convened, it 
appeared to me to be my duty to outline a legislative and administrative program for the 
Assembly's consideration. Out of the wealth of experience of the for intervening years, 
I have learned much which might be molded into suggestions and advice on this occasion. 
It appears to me, however, that my exclusive prerogative at this time is to review the 
accomplishments of these four years and thus avoid being placed in the attitude of attempt- 
ing to usurp the prerogative of the new leadership. f 
In January 1937, we closed a two-phase cycle in the experiences of this state. 
Lately we had gone through a period of extravagance and debt creation which necessitated 
a period of debt Liquidation and expense curtailment. Expansion and progress had to wait. 
We recognized the need for expanded facilities, ami we were impressed with the limitations 
of our people's ability to provide the means therefor. Yet a program was launched during 
the sessions of the Fifty-first General assanbly under which it has been possible to 
.liquidate debt, avoid increases in taxation, add to; the capital accounts of our people, 
increase our cash reserves, and at the same time vastly expand facilities and services.

We have pursued a course of efficient collection of established revenues, full cooperation 
with federal agencies, end wise am economical expenditure œ income, 

Thus it has not been necessary to increase existing rates of taxation, ami neither 
have we been under the necessity of creating new forms of taxation. Nevertheless we have 
liquidated nea riy $30,000,000 of the state's indebtedness. This has been done through the 
processes of refunding some portions of the state's debt at lower rates of interest. 
(Some of our refunding bonds were sold at a coupon rate of less than three parcent, the 
first and only time that this state's securities have borne such a low rate of anterest. ) 
Otherwise, we have mi off substantial portions. of the indebtedness before maturity at 
a discount and at par upon maturity. With the restoration of the state's credit, however, 
our bonds have moved up to such market values that we genase reasonably hope to effect ; 
any very substential discounts in the future. . 

While thus reducing the debt, we have at the same time increased the physical value 


„of state properties nearly $30,000,000. These. proper ties include new buildings and facili- 


ties for all state colleges, the University, the University Medical School, the State. 


- Hospital, the penitentiary, the Women's Refarmatory, the Schools for the Blind and Deaf, 


the Boys! Industrial Schools, the state Police Department, .the Capitol and grounds, the — 
Territorial Capitol, the Game am Fish Commission, ‘the state parks, the Health Departmmt 
(now under construction), the National Guarā (armories), and privately-owned toll bridges 
purchased ani freed of tolls, and new roads, bridges, grade-crossing signals, and separa- 
tions representing a value of more than $15,000,000 of the $30,000,000 total. 

The cash balances in the state treasury at the same time have increased from a litte 
more than $8,000,000 on January l, 1937; to nearly $12,000,000 on December 31, 1940. A 
portion of these cash balances is invested in the state's bonds. More than $7);,000 per year 
is earned for the state by these investuents. l 

The common school fum apportionment was brought. to the highest level in the state's 
history. Only about ten œw eleven states now give local school districts a greater percen- 
tage of support than is given to the schools by the State of Arkansas. From stete funds, 
we now supply approxinately half the total expendi tures of the common schools. AS compared 
to the four-year period preceding 1937, the common school fund apportionment was increased 
more than $7,000,000, the school equalizing fund was increased more than $3,000,000, an 
increase of approximately 300 percent. Federal and state vocational education funds were 
increased from $775,000 to more than $1,000 ,000. We have financed the purchase of bexthoos 
to the extent of nearly $1,500,000. The salaries- of county examiners were increased from 
$73,000 to nearly $200,000. One hundred fifty thousand dollars. was made available for the 
establishment of rural free library service. Library service has through this method been 
made available to nearly 500,000 citizens who heretofore had no libraries available to 
them. Approximately ‘$500,000 is accumulated in the Teachers! Retirement fund and is invested 
in state bonds which return an earning of approximately four percent. Support for the l 
Schools for the Blind arì Beaf was increased from $599,069 to more than $774,000. Loans 
totaling nearly $1,000,000 have been supplied to local school districts from the Revolving 
Loan Fund as ‘compared to $661,000 in thé previous four-year pæ iod» The assets of the 
Permanent School Fund have been increased more than $1,500,000. 
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We have:been able more nearly to approach adequate aid to the needy. All aged 
and blind persons eligiblë under the. law now receive state aid through the Public 
Welfare Department. In 1936, the state provided old age assistance in the average sum of 
-$ $5.98 per month to 13,239 aged persons, In January 1941, this had been inoruascá to an 
average of $7.79 each for 24,736 aged persons. In 1936, 8,358 dependent children received 
an average of $7.16 per month « In January, 191, the number of children aided has been 
increased to 15,865 and they are being paid an average of $13.69 each per month. In 
1936, an average of $6.00 per month was distributed to 1:78 needy blind persons. This 
month we have distributed $9.07 each to 1106 needy blind persons. In 1936, 776 persons 
received an average of $52 per month for general relief. This month, we have dis- 
tributed paiera relief to approximately ),),00 needy persons in the average sum of s 
$5.68 each. Under legislation adopted in 1939, we procured the matching of pension 
expenditures which go to Confederate pensioners who are in the old age group. Thus, oe | 
tre se pensioners receive twice as much as they would have received otherwise, 
= | During the entire year 1936, the Department of Public Welfare arranged for the 
< ' enrollment of 9,303 boys in the Civilien Conservation Corps. The federal government 
, paid $232,575 per month to the dependents of these boys. This month the enrollment is 
11,521 and. the dependents receive from the federal government $253 62. T 
» Through the Division of Child Welfare, the Public Welfare Department has pro- 
vided homes and support for nearly 2,000 dependent children. As a result of this service, . 


which is cued into each and every one of the 75 counties, the population of the 
~ three industrial schools has been reduced 25 pæ cent. 
The Crippled Children's Division of the Department was created in 1957. One 
thousand six hundred anā seventy-one crippled children have received treatment. There 
are hundreds of others yet who need treatment. Two thousand nine hundred forty-two crippled 
children are now on the state register, 
Through the Public Welfare Department in 1936, 10,:0,000 pounds of foodstuffs 
valued at $586, 6,2 were supplied to the needy of this states During the six-month period 
~~ July 1, 191.0, to December 31, 1940, this division distributed 6,932,1h) poumis of fòod- 
stuffs valued at $3,271,980. 
l In addition to that 79,612 units of sheets and blankets valued at $58,934, were 
ae distributed. This is the division which has established five food stamp offices and one 
cotton stamp office and now has tentative approval for the establishment of others. 
During the last six months in 1940, we received nearly $87,000 worth of free food stamps . `- 
z and §l,748 worth of free cotton stamps.. 
Through the Trachoma vontrol Service of the Welfare Department, 8,917 persons have 
È boon given free eye examinations ; 1,386 were diagnosed as trachoma. The average cost per 
examination was 75 cents. The average cost of treating each patient was $)..37. It is said 3 
that 200 of those examined would have been totally blind except for this treatment. Thus, 
it would have bem necessary to give them assistance fran the public welfare fund. This 
-fD would cost $24,000 per year. An expenditure of $5,000 therefore has relieved public funds Pa 
` ' of a potential burden of $24,000 per year in addition to accumulating the more exalted 
values involved in restoring sight to the blind, 
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Through the Welfare Department from February 2, 1937, to November 30, 190, 
hospitalization was provided for 10,1179 needy persons. 

The state Labor Department has been expanded to provide employment services and 
unemployment compensation to thousands of arkansas workers, while at the same time earry- 
ing on the customary functions of the department in the administration and. enforcement 
of laws relating to the employment of women and children and. the safety of workmen and the 
settlement.of industrial dis putes. 

‘ From, July 1, 1938, to June 30, 194.0, the employment service accounted for job 
placements totaling more than 100,000. During the same period, the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Division paid to unemployed,workmen approximately $3,500,000. Arkansas! contribution 
fum for the benefit of unemployed workmen at June 30, 1940, totaled $10,781,109. The 
workmen's compensation’ Law enacted by--the Fifty-second General Assembly and approved by a 
vote of.the people last November is a boon to both the employee and employer. 

i Services to farmers of the state have been numerous and varied. Through enactment 
of appropriate legislation, soil conservation service has been made available to our 
farmers. Millions of dollars have been made available for the cons truction of thousands 

of miles of rural electric lines. The Livestock industry has been encouraged and . protected. 
(A new livestock and forestry branch experiment station has been established and put in 
operation.) The extension service of the University College of Agriculture has been given 
increased financial support, ani tle financial support for the state forestry service has 
been increased from $20,000 to $100,000 per yeer. 

Incidental but highly beneficial services, tax reductiona, and other reductions in 
the expense of living and doing business have been arranged fœ all classes of our citizen- 
ship. Homesteads have been exempted from taxation. We relieve the public of a turden of 
more than $600,000 a year in fees heretofore charged for crossing Buceo Fire insurance 
rates have- been reduced more than $200,000 per year. Utility rates have been reduced in 
total sums amounting to several million dollars. (Just recently, one case was concluded 
in which gas consumers were accorded a refund of $500,000 cash ani a reduction in their 
rates for the future.) Electric rates have been reduced in many situations, and our rural 
electric rates are said to be the lowest in the nation. The tag fees on trucks were reduced 
almost half a million dollars per year. 

Local units of government have been strengthened in every possible situation. Out~ 


standing examples of financial support directed to this purpose are to be found in those 


enactments which provide an increase of approximately $1,000,000 a year to the counties 
for building and maintaining farm~-to-mrket roads. The counties have been relieved of 
paying the salarfes of prosecuting attorneys. The state heS assumed the principal burden 
of expense heretofore borne by counties for keeping patients in the tuberculosis sanatoria; 


and in order not only to relieve counties of the burden, but to assure the extension of 


` the service to the farmers in all counties, the state has assumed the expense heretofore 


borne by counties in connection with the University College of Agriculture Extension 


Service. č

It has been my continuing purpose to expand services wanted or demanded by the 
people at costs which were not unjustified in the light of the people's ability to pay, 


a ` 


to conserve the peopie.s money and property, in all situations to at least. palliate the 
irritations with which we' were afflicted, ami above all to dignify the individual life, 
strengthen local units of government, and preserve the sovereign dignity of our state. 

I recognized in the beginning of my servibé as I do now, and as you must, that 
in order to do these things there mst be more adequate support for schools, for the 
public welfare effort, for an expansion of our highway system, and for improvement of our 
eleemosynary and charitable institutions, and that this support can come finally in a 
sound and lasting way only when the income of our people has been comparably increased. 
The people's tax burdens for local purposes arè all that you dare impose in the face of 
the fact that tax burdens for national purposes which are beyond our local control will 
undoubtedly increase because of the tense international situation. 

It was for the purpose of doing the obscure but necassary foundation work to — 
accomplish a betterment in our economy that the state Publicity Commission, the Flood 
Control Commission, the Agricultural and. Industrial Commission, and freight rate division 
of the Corporation Commission, and other agencies @ similar character were brought into 
existence. These agencies, together with the Planning Board, the state Forestry Commission, 
the Geology Department, and others have as their objective the conservation of our natural 
resources, the publicizing of our advantages, the eradication of sectional discriminations, 
and the greater industrialization of our state. 

Our per capita cost of government is the lowest in the nation. That is as it should 
be since the per capita incomé of our people is 'Likowise one of the lowest. As the per 


' capita income grows , tax income for the support of public institutions, agencies, ani 


services will grow likewise if there is continued efficient administration of the RESANS 
of those agencies dealing With the problems. of taxation. In the calendar year closed ‘on! 
December 31, 19h0, your State Revenue Departmmt collected more than $27,000,000. This 


_is more than $2,000,000 in excess of the greatest to tal annual collections heretofore. 


The cost of operating this department is thus reduced to less than three percent of the 
money collected. Values of real and personal property for ad valorem tax purposes have 
been brought up approximately ten percent under the influence and urge of the Tax 
Division of the Corporation Commission. l l 

It is with a feeling of deep humility that I have hurriedly reviewed the 
accomplishments of the far years during which I nave been permitted to be the chief 
executive of our beloved state. These accomplishments could ak hava occurred except 


with the cooperation of fine, unselfish men and women-enembers of the General Assembly, 


‘hundreds of intelligent public-spirited men and women who have given freely of their 


time, energies, and means in service upon honorary boards and commissions. The state's 
various departments and institutions R been headed by men and women of integrity, 
vision, and energy. They have been E by, staffs of loyal, competent, and energetic 
personnel. Federal agencies have been oy helpful. 

Out of these experiences, relationships have developed which transcend political 


alignmen ts~-real friendships. That includes a major portion who are here on this occasion. 


Today our courses diverge. Please believe me when I say that you have my sincere affection 


and I look forward to its growth and perpetuation.

of Arkansas! highway indebtedness e 


I want to emphasize the necessity of early enactment of refunding legislation. 


Most of you are familiar with the refunding legislation which is proposed. It 


has been made public and your attention has been called to its main features. 


I have devoted a great deal of effort to the preparation of a Refunding Bill -- 
which will be submitted to you. 


It was drafted with the assistance of an advisory committee, in collaboration 
with the reconstruction finance corporation, bond brokers, banks, bond houses, insurance 


companies and other investment agencies representing the bond-buying publice ` 


The financial features of the Bill have been approved by the various interests 
almost unanimously, and the legal features have been approved by outstanding bond 
attorneys -~ both in Arkansas and throughout the country.

The sale of one hundred thirty-seven million dollars of state highway bonds is . 
of such tremendous importance to the people of the state, that the refunding program 


should not be put into effect until they are afforded an opportunity to study its merits 
or to approve or disapprove it. 


I have rio objection whatever to having this measure referred to the people -= 
if you believe they desire to pass on it directly -- in fact, I am ready to help circulate 
the referendum petition when you have passed the Bill, and stand ready to call a special 


election for submission of the Act to a vote of the people. 


S However, there are two existing emergencies confronting us to which I consider

FIRST: The Federal Government is contemplating, and probably will demand, that 


a ‘federal tax be placed on the intérest earnings of future state bond issues.

WHEREAS, the Arkansas, Saint Francis and White Rivers traverse great distances 
through the state and empty their waters into the Mississippi River within the state, it_ 
follows that a proper comprehensive plan to control and utilize the waters of these streams 
vitally affects the welfare of the citizens of this great Commonwealth, and 
WHEREAS, the Red River traverses the great agricultural section in the south- 
western part of the state, we believe that a proper comprehensive plan to control and 
utilize the waters of this river would result in great benefits to the people of our 
state, and ao 
WHEREAS, House Bill No. 1823 and Senate Bill No. 280 provide, 
"Section 1. The drainage basins of the Arkansas, Saint Francis, Red and

We, your duly constituted and appointed Special Workmen's Compensation Investiga- 
tion Committee, beg leave to report to you and your honorable body that we have conducted 
public and private hearings and have learned the- following facts in regard to the promulga- 


tion of the Workmen's Compensation rates in Arkansas, to-wit: 


le That becatise Act 319 of 1939, which is the Workmen's Compensation Act, was 
referred to the public for approval, the Act did not become effective until December 5, 190, 
at which time it was necessary for the then Insurance Commissioner, Honorable M. J. Harrison, 
to accept the rates as forwarded to him by the National Council of Compensation Insurance, . 


New York City, which were promulgated working in cm junction with a Regional Committee com- 


posed of eight insurance carriers, as listed in Exhibit I to this report. This Committee 


believes that former Insurance Commissioner Harrison was not responsible for accepting the 
rates as now in force, due to the short length of time he had within which to consider the

2e We learned that all compensation rates are promulgated by the National Council 
of Compensation Insurance, New York City, which is an affiliate of an insurance association 
composed of insurance commissioners in forty-eight states in the Union, and which employs 
actuaries who promulgate the rates on Workmen's Compensation, working in collaboration with 
a Regional Committee, as aforesaide When the rates are once ep proved by the Council and 
the Regional Committee, they are submitted to the Insurance Commissioner of the subject

3e We learned that once the promulgated rates were accepted by the Insurance 


Commissioner, technically, the Insurance Commissioner alone could bring about an adjustment 


thereof; and in this connection, we want to state that Honorable Herbert Graves, the 


present Insurance Commissioner of the State of Arkansas, has rendered the Committee valuable 


service and has been most helpful and cooperative throughout our efforts.

Likewise, we found Mr. L.e F. Keegan, 
of the Arkansas Rating Bureau, very willing to assist the Committee in every way possible. 
We learned definitely that our approach should be through the National Council of Compensa- 
tion Insurance, and at the Committee's request, Commissioner Graves invited actuary, A. Ze 
Skelding to appear before the Committee. At the Commissioner's request, Mre Skelding made 
a trip from New York City and treated the Committee with frankness, and convinced the Com- 
mittee as a whole that he sincerely desired adjustment of rates where injustices had been 
done, although he explained clearly to the Committee that some injustices would necessarily 
follow in promulgating Workmen's Compensation rates in Arkansas until Arkansas had at least 
an eignteen-months experience table to be judged by» A transcript of the pertinent parts

The Committee, after the preliminary investigation above referred to, contacted 
the states of Texas, Louisiana, Oklahoma , Tennessee, Kansas and Missouri and studied their 
respective rates and their Workmen's Compensation Acts, and solicited the service of Louis 
Rosen, Little Rock lawyer and insurance counsellor, in compiling data, which proved to be 
very beneficial to the Conmitteee Exhibit A gives the present promulgated rates in Ark- 
ansas; Exhibit B in Missouri; Exhibit C in Tennessee; Exhibit D in Texas; Exhibit E in 
Oklahoma; Exhibit F in Texas; and Exhibit G in Kansas. Exhibit H reflects the .code

From this data and data which Mre Rosen had on file in his office, he prepared, 


at the request of the Committee, a very helpful compensation-rate analysis, attached hereto 
and marked Exhibit J, and the comparative benefit chart under the several Workmen's Com- 


pensation Acts, attached hereto and marked Exhibit K. It was from these exhibits that the 


Committee was able to intelligently approach the problem at hand. 


At the conclusion of our investigation, the Committee passed a resolution, which 
is marked Exhibit L and attached hereto, which recognized the fact that the Insurance Com- 
missioner, and the Insurance Commissioner alone, could actually bring about an adjustment 
of the specific classifications dealt with, and handed the Commissioner the following

WHEREAS, Senator James Osgood Andrew Bush, who served with distinction as a Senator 
from Nevada and Hempstead counties from 1915 to 1918, died at his residence in Prescott, 
Nevada County, Arkmsas, January 29, 1939, at the age of eighty four, and i 

WHEREAS, it is with the deepest of sorrow that we find it necessary at times to 
refer to our friends in this manner, yet it is a tribute we owe those whom we love and respect. 

Senator Bush was born December lst, 185, at Star-of-the-West, Pike County, Arkansas. 
He was the son of James Radford Bush and Amanda Fitzalan Reaves, who came from.Barren County, 
Kentucky in 189. M 

Senator Bush was a well educated man who applied: himself by a studious nature, and 
natural aptitude; he was regarded as an authoritative Theologian and Historian. 

His professional career began as a Clerk of Pike County, Arkansas, 1884-1890; then 
as a member of the Arkansas Legislature-from Pike County, in 1887. He was owner and publisher 
of thePike County Sentinel, 1885-1889. Later he was owner and editor of the "The Nevada 


County Picayune", and "The People's Tribune", 1891. 


. In February, 1898, he was admitted to the Bar. He was active as a lawyer until 
the very last, and was regarded by the Bar as one of the State's most able and outstanding 
attorneys. As above stated, he served in the oer Senate from Nevada and Hempstead 
Counties, 1915-1919. Duri this time he was Chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee 
which investigated the Arkansas State Hospital for Nervous Diseases, in 1919; and was 
Chairman of the Joint Legislative Committee, which investigated the Arkansas State Pen- 
itentiary, in 1917. on 

He was called upon by the citizens of the State to lead the state wide campaign 
in opposition to a proposed new State Constitution. Through his vigorous efferts and im- 
pressive leadership, the new Constitution was overwhelmingly defea ted by the people of 
Arkansas at an election, December 18, 1918. 

He was a member of the Methodist Espicola Church, South; was District Lay Leader 
for 12 years; was Conference Lay Leader, 1909-1913; was delegate to the General Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Oklahoma City, in 191}. For many years he 
taught a Men's Bible Class in the Methodist Church at Prescott, Arkansas. This class was 
one of the outstanding classes of the State, large in number and very active. He also 
served on the School Board and many other civic organizations, in his city and County, 
Prescott, Nevada County, Arkansas. 

Some of his dominating characteristics were his wonderful sense of humor, and a 
marvelous memory. At 8, he could quote numerous entire poems; sing hundreds of songs 
through; and quote whole Chapters of the Bible from memory. He had an endless fund of 
anecdotes, a natural taste and talent for oratory. His courage was fearless, his religion 
devout. He was a profound Bible student and was an ardent Crusader for what he believed 
was right. He never gave up and he was a strong believer of the lj teral interpretation 
of the Bible, and never at any time compromised with evil. One of the last things he did 
in his office was to read his Bible, this mok now remains untouched and unmoved,pon his 
personal dgsk just as he left it upon his last visit to his office. 

Senator J.0.A. Bush died at his home at Prescott, Arkansas, Sunday, January 
29, 1939. He is survived by his wife, Alice Elizabeth Hawkins Bush, and three sons and 
daughters:
